Paul A. Olson, former secretary 
to Representative John M. Coffee 
(Dem.), Washington, told the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Committee 
today that Eivind Anderson, Ta- 
coma contractor, attempted to 
“blackmail” him into withdrawing 
last January as a candidate for 
mayor of Tacoma. . 

Olson testified that Anderson 
had told him that unless he with- 
drew from the primary race in 
which the contractor was also en- 
tered, Anderson “would use the 
check to injure me in some way 
in the March election.” 

The reference was to a 32500 
check which Anderson sent to 
Olson in 1941 while Olson was 
serving as Coffee's secretary. An- 
derson has testified that the check 
was in payment for services he ex- 
pected to receive from Coffee and 
Olson in connection with a de- 
fense contract. Coffee admitted 
esterday he received the money 

he insisted it was a “cam- 
paign gift.” 
Angry Exchange. 

In an angry exchange with Sen- 
ator Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
over interpretation of the law, Ol- 
son asserted that “the jails of 
America are going to be filled” 
if the Justice Department enforces 
a law barring Government con- 
tractors from making campaign 
contributions. 

“I warn you, you are treading 
on very delicate grounds,” he told 
Ferguson. The six-year-old stat- 
ute carries a penalty of $5000 fine

$4500 for representing him in the 
matter and that Anderson “was to 
pay $4500 also” but did not. Rush- 
light said Hall was the Rushlight 
company’s regular attorney and 
was expected to perform regular 
legal services. 

In discussing the $2500 check, 


Mitchell said the activities of 
e Garsson contractors, “corrupt 


and improper as they may have 
been, do not rate so low as the 
conduct of Government officials, 
some of them in military uniform, 
who have taken an oath to pro- 
tect and preserve the Government 
which employs them.” 


“To the extent that it hampered 


and interfered with the war ef- 
fort, although such result may 
not have been intended,” he said, 
“it approached traitorous conduct. 


“The military departments must 


take appropriate punitive meas- 
ures against officers who are 
easy in morals and careless in 
administration.”

WAA TAKES NEW 
SPAGE WITH BlG 
RENTAL INGREASE 


Leases Two More Floors 
in St. Charles Building 
at Two or Three Times 
Present Cost. 


The St. Louls office 
of the War Assets Administration 
has leased additional space in the 
St. Charles Building at rentals two 
to three times more than that 
paid by the present tenants. 

The WAA, which already oc- 
cupies five floors of the _ eight- 
North 
Seventh street, has agreed to pay 
about $10,000 a year for the sec- 
ond floor, now used by Battle 
Creek Reducing Institute, Inc., 
whose present rental is $3600 a 
year, 

The agency also will take over 
the seventh floor at about $6000 
a year, which is three times the 
rent paid the present tenant, 
Gibbs & Co., wholesale beauty 
shop equipment and supply firm. 

The additional space will be 
taken over Oct. 1 when the firms’ 
leases expire. With office space at 
a premium, neither of the firms 
has been able, so far, to find new 
quarters. 

Charles, G. Alexander, regional 
WAA director, said the agency 
did not attempt to outbid the 
firms for the spacé, but accepted 
it when it was offered by the 
owners. Arthur; C. Hoehn, vice 
president of Henry R. Weisels 
Real Estate Co., agent for the 
owners, asserted the rent the WAA 
had agreed to pay was in line with 
other downtown office rentals. 

Firms Took Leases Years Ago. 

Hoehn said the Battle Creek 
and Gibbs companies leased the 
floors years ago when downtown 
office space was plentiful. He 
safd the firms had paid a “loft” 
rate, a cheaper rate usually given 
to firms taking several floors for 
manufacturing purposes. The new 
rentals, he added, are based on 
office rates. Hoehn said $10,000 
would be spent in converting the 
second floor into offices for the 
WAA, 

Alexander asserted the extra 
floors were needed to take care 
of additional administrative. em- 
es as the agency is building 
up its staff to near the author- 
ized peak of 1123 employes. 

He said he considered the rent- 
als fair as the building had been 
modernized, an additional eleva- 
tor has been installed and the 
WAA would receive janitor serv- 
ice and other benefits the com- 
panies did not get.

The 
number of registered voters whom 
the clerks reported as “not found”

dence of fraud” might develop. 

However, Chairman Frank IL. 
Ramacciotti said, after the two- 
hours of questioning, that the 
board was convinced the discrep- 
ancies were the result of careless- 
ness on the part of the canvassing 
clerks and that nothing was found 
which appeared to call for the at- 
a of the prosecuting authori- 

es. 

“We.found no willful violation 
of any election law,” the chairman 
said, “nor have we found any of- 
fenses of a character which would 
justify our submitting evidence to 
the Circuit Attorney. 

‘Or Lack of Understanding.’ 

“We recognize there were cer- 
tain difficulties in connection 
with the canvass, and for that 
reason we feel that the errors 
were primarily due to carelessness 
or lack of understanding of the 
importance of the work. The 
Board was favorably impressed 
with the honesty and integrity of 
most of those who appeared, and 
we find no just cause to dismiss 
anyone.” 

The chairman added that the 
Board tried, in the interview with 


the clerks, to impress on them 


the importance of the work of 
canvassing, to strike from the 
lists all registered names which 
should be removed because of 
death or departure from the pre- 
cinet, He said the four officials 
who failed to appear today would 
be called before the Board later, 
but that nothing materially dif- 
ferent was expected to develop in 
their cases. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter talked 
with some of the clerks before 
they entered the board room. All 
said substantially the same thing 
—that they tried to make the can- 
vases properly and could not un- 
derstand the difference between 
their “not found” figures and 
those which resulted from the re- 
check.

PARIS, July 31 (UP) — Soviet | 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov) 
today called for unanimity of all 
21 Allied nations in their peace | 


conference deliberations and said 
that the big powers must not im- 
pose their will on the small ones. 

Molotov’s address, couched in 


conciliatory tones, was similar on | 


the surface at least to one made 
by Australian Foreign Minister 
Herbert Evatt. 

Evatt followed Molotov in speak- 
ing before the third plenary ses- 
sion of the conference with a 
demand that the Big Four agree 
to accept the conference recom- 
mendations and that all nations 
have an equal voice in the treaty- 
making. 

Molotov cited Germany’s oppres- 
sion of the small nations as proof 
of the dangers of big power rule. 

“The 21 nations will have equal 
rights to express themselves 
freely and openly on any treaty,” 
he said. “Any view expressed 
here will be heard with respect 
and eventually will be weighed 
with due consideration.” 

Hearing for Enemy States. 

Molotov also promised that the 
views of the former German sat- 
ellites would be heard, “and I for 
the Soviet Union say that we will 
listen with due attention.” 

“It must be clear that the at- 
tacking countries must be held 
responsible for the crimes of their 
Fascist rulers,” he said. ‘“Impunity 
for these crimes and refusal to 
defend the states suffering from 
them has nothing in common with 
a just peace. 

“The Soviet Union is fighting 
steadfastly for a just and dura- 
ble peace, and this alone deter- 
mines our attitude on the former 
satellites. 

“The Soviet Union recognizes 
the considerable assistance from 
some of the satellites in the war 
against Germany. Therefore these 
states should compensate only in 
part for the damage they inflicted 
on the invaded states. But the 
Soviet Union does not want out- 
side interference in the economic 
life of these satellites. The Soviet 
Union wants nothing incompatible

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
John D. Small, head of the Civil- 
ian Production Administration, 


cautioned today against consumer 
hopes that impending price in- 
creases under the OPA revival act 
might quickly fill shelves and 
showrooms with new goods, 


Small said higher prices alone 
“cannot be expected to bring a 
flood of new goods into the mar- 
ket. ... The economy is too close 
to full production to allow a sig- 
nificant over-all increase in out- 
put except through increased 
man-hour productivity.” 

Civilian production this month 
probably has equaled the biggest 
month in history, December, 1941, 
Small reported, and topped by 3 
per cent the record for June, high- 
est month since VJ-day. 

The July estimate is tentative, 
Small told reporters in explaining 
his June production report issued 
last night. He said, however, that 
it was clear that national output

TROOPSHIP WITH DIPHTHERIA 
ABOARD GETS SERUM AT SEA 


Passing Vessel Answers Emer- 
gency Call for Antitoxin to 
Combat Outbreak. 

BOSTON, July 31 (AP) — An 
emergency call for antitoxin from 
the troopship Colby Victory, 
aboard which an outbreak of diph- 
theria was reported, was answered 
today by the 8.8. Brazil. 

After the Brazil reported it put 
the required medical supplies 
aboard the ship, where one soldier 
died of the disease several hun- 
dred miles off Newfoundland, the 
Coast Guard halted efforts to fly 
the antitoxin to the Colby Vic- 
tory. An air-sea rescue plane had 
already started to Argentia, Nfld. 

The Colby Victory was carrying 
1009 troops from New York to 
Bremerhaven, Germany.

PALESTINE AREAS 


Would Include Jewish, 
Arab Provinces—Deci- 
sion on Migrations to 
Holy Land Up to Jews. 


LONDON, July 31 (AP)—Lord 
Addison disclosed today that Brit- 
ish-American experts proposed to 
divide Palestine into four areas 
and leave to inhabitants of a Jew- 
ish province thus created the 
problem of deciding how many of 
their fellow Jews could migrate to 
the Holy Land. 

The four areas, he told the 
House of Lords, would include an 
Arab province and a Jewish pro- 
vince, and each “would have the 
power to limit the number and de- 
termine the qualification of per- 
sons who might wish to take up 
permanent residence in their ter- 
ritories.” 

In addition to the Jewish and 
Arab provinces, said Lord Addi- 
son, dominions secretary, the joint 
commission of experts proposed 
to establish a District of Jerusa- 
lem and a District of Begeb. 

The latter section is a piece of 
desert land lying in southern 
Palestine in which Jewish migra- 
tion was permitted under the 
1940 Palestine land transfer regu- 
lations, 

Addison opened a Palestine de- 
bate held simultaneously in both 
Houses of Parliament. 

In the House of Commons Act- 
ing Prime Minister Herbert Mor- 
rison said that implementation of 
the plan “depends upon United 
States co-operation.” 

“We had hoped before the de- 
bate to receive from President 
Truman his acceptance,” he said, 
“but we understand that he has 
decided. .. to discuss it in detail 
with the United States expert 
delegation, who are returning to 
Washington for that purpose.” 

(In Washington, President Tru- 
man directed the American Cabi- 
net Committee in London to re- 
turn to Washington to review the 
whole Palestine problem in detail 
because of the “complexity” of the 
question.)

Warning of Evictions.

Danzig, Trieste Compared. 


Some diplomats commented on 
the coincidence of the establish- 
ment in 1919 of the Free City of 
Danzig~—which later became one 
of the starting points of World 
War II—and the 1946 proposal to 
establish an eventual free terri- 
tory of Trieste. 
The United States proposed last 
night that the United Nations Se- 
curity Council be given a hand in 
negotiations fixing the boundaries 
of the free territory of Trieste.

Two Men Treated Well, 
They Say, but Were 
Questioned Almost 
Every Day at Potsdam.

BERLIN, July 31 (AP) — Capt. 
Harold Cobin and Lt. George 
Wyatt, American officers who 
were released last night by the 
Russiahs, said today they had 
been detained in the Soviet occu- 
pation zone for 27 days on the al- 
legation that they were spies. 
The two, who vanished almost 
a month ago on an unauthorized 
trip into the Soviet zone, said they 
had been held for most of the 27 
days at Russian headquarters in 
Potsdam, 
Capt. Cobin, of Newark, N. J., 
and Lt. Wyatt, of Oklahoma City, 
who related their experiences at 
a press conference in the pres- 
ence of the United States Army 
staff and intelligence officers, 
said the Russians had treated 
them well but had questioned 
them almost daily and at great 
length in an attempt to ascertain 
whether they were secret agents. 
At one time they were officially 
charged with being spies, and 
signed statements denying the 
charges, they said. 
The officers said they were ar- 
rested July 4 at Oranienburg, 20 
miles north of Berlin, where they 
went to try to visit the former 
Nazi concentration camp of Sach- 
senhausen. Both said they were 
unaware of reports that the Rus- 
sians are now using that camp 
for political prisoners. 

Taken to Potsdam. 
They said they were moved to 
Potsdam late the night of their 
arrest, all their movements while 
in custody being in completely 
blacked out automobiles. Through- 
out t heir detention they were 
kept separated and were ques- 
tioned separately. Capt. Cobin, 
who was born in Russia, said he 
was questioned in Russian. 
Capt. Cobin said he was repeat- 
edly questioned about his connec- 
tion with the Berlin documents 
center, where old Nazi party files 
and other records are kept. The 
Russians have free access to the 
center.

WILSON SAYS U.S. POLICY 
MAY HAVE DELAYED VICTORY 


Asserts Allied Invasion of Hungary Might 
Have Defeated Nazis Before 
End of 1944,

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Britain's Field Marshal Lord Wil- 
non suggests that victory in 
Europe may have been delayed for 
months by the 1944 invasion of 
Southern France. 

Wilson disclosed in a belated re- 
port to the combined chiefs of 
staff that British military leaders 
vainly sponsored an alternative 
drive through northern Italy to- 
ward Hungary which he said of- 
fered an opportunity to defeat the 
Germans “before the end of 1944.” 

The American’ high command 
held out, however, for the original 
plan to invade the continent via 
the French Riviera to support the 
main effort through Normandy. 

Wilson, then Allied supreme 
commander in the Mediterranean, 
bowed to the decision of the com- 
bined chiefs, and the southern 
France invasion, after repeated 
cancellations and deferments, was 
carried out. 

Field Marshal Wilson, now 
Britain’s senior representative on 
the combined chiefs of staff or- 
ganization in Washington, then 
was Gen, Sir Henry Maitland Wil- 
son.

Measure Releases Gov- 
ernment-Owner Stocks 
for Sale—Meets Min- 
ing Cost Rise. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 
—President Truman today signed 
legislation authorizing the Treas- 
ury to buy and sell silver at 90.5 
cents an ounce, 

The measure, a compromise of 
original House and Senate propos- 
als, releases the . Government 
owned silver for sale and gives 
silver mines a 19 cents an ounce 
increase on their production. 

Government stocks of salable 
silver amout to about 125,000,000 
ounces. The Treasury has other 
silver, but it is either on foreign 
loan, earmarked for coins, or used 
as backing for paper currency. 

Use in industry, including man- 
ufacture of such things as photo- 
graphic supplies, silverware, drugs 
and dental supplies, is expected to 
require at least 40,000,000 ounces 
this year. Domestic production 
currently is at a rate far below 
that figure, but the increased 
price and other factors are ex- 
pected to stimulate output.

stock at 71.11 cents an ounce, the 
price at which it has been pur- 
chased since 1939. The Senate 
wanted a price of $1.29, the value 
of silver if turned into coin. The 
90.5-cent figure was a compro- 
mise, designed to reflect increased 
mining costs.

since Jan. 1. Many of these em- 
ployes, experts in their line, can- 
not be replaced at present sal- 
aries,” Dr. McGavran asserted. 

The $28,000 loss in outside in- 
come, which represented a cut 
from $70,000 in federal funds paid 
last fiscal year, ending June 30, 
will be made up from general rev- 
enue, Presiding Judge Luman F. 
Matthews said. The court already 
had budgeted $80,000 but the $108,- 
000 now to be available will be 
substantially less than the $186,- 
000 spent last year.

“If the county is going to bear

New rises in cotton clothing prices 
are expected as a result of an 
Office of Price Administration 
agreement to increase textile 
ceilings an average of about 16 
per cent. 

This increase on fabric, the min- 
imum required under the new 
price control law, is expected to 
boost cotton garment costs at 
least 10 per cent, an OPA official 
said, 

Other OPA officials have esti- 
mated that clothing increases may 
range from 15 to 20 per cent in 
addition to price rises for some 
apparels granted earlier this 
week, 

Also in prospect, informed 
sources say, are these other cost- 
of-living increases: 

1. A price rise of 1 to 2 cents 
a can in ceilings on corn, peas 
and tomatoes. 

2. A possible cent a loaf rise 
for bread, with proportionate in- 
creases for other bakery prod- 
ucts. 

3. A jump of 8 to 10 cents a 
pound for coffee, 

4. Higher ceilings on several 
kinds of breakfast cereals. 

No Coffee Subsidy. 

On coffee and the three canned 
vegetables, preliminary decisions 
have been made against restoring 
the subsidies that were suspended 
July 1 when price controls lapsed. 
Without subsidies, OPA is re- 
quired to grant compensating 
price increases to producers and 
suppliers, who can pass them on 
to consumers, 

No decision has been made on 
whether to revive the flour sub- 
sidy, which had held down retail 
bread prices 1 cent a loaf. An 
OPA official said that if the sub- 
sidy is restored, bread ceilings 
“will not be raised.” Otherwise, 
he said, an increase is possible. 
In its first official action under 
the new price control law, OPA 
today authorized an average 6 per 
cent increase in retail ceilings for 
all farm machinery and replace- 
ment parts. 
The increase, 
lately, restores dealers’ peacetime 
profit margins as required by the 
OPA revival act. OPA had re- 
duced the margins of retailers last 
May 10 when it granted a 10 per 
cent increase in manufacturers’ 
and wholesalers’ price ceilings, In 
the case of farm machinery, re- 
tailers were required to absorb 
half of this while on replacement 
parts they had to absorb the full 
10 per cent increase. 

The 10 per cent price boost prev- 
lously granted to manufacturers, 
Wholesalers and distributors re- 
mains unchanged under today’s 
action. OPA also restored the 2 
per cent handling: and transfer 
charge for distributors, This had 
been eliminated under the old law. 

Non-Inspected Slaughter. 
OPA announced that slaughter 
of cattle and hogs by non-federally 
inspected packing houses will con- 


effective immed-. 


tinue indefinitely on an unlimited 
basis. The agency said that in 
no event will quota restrictions be 
reimposed before Aug. 20, when 
the new price Decontrol Board is 
expected to decide whether ceil- 
ings should be restored on meat 
and meat products, 


Meanwhile, OPA has postponed 
until after Aug. 20 further con- 
sideration of whether ceilings 
should be eliminated on bakery 
products. 


If the Decontrol Board decides 
at that time that wheat and other 
grains should remain ceiling-free, 
controls on bread and related 
products also may be discarded. 


Cereal price increases now pend- 
ing were “in the works” when the 
old price control law lapsed July 
1. They will go into effect soon, 
covering most cereals except corn 
flakes, puffed rice and puffed 
wheat, which were assigned higher 
ceilings in June. 


The previous increase for corn 
flakes—3 cents on an 1l-ounce 
package—was said to be typical of 
imminent price rises. 

Textile Mill Ceilings, 


OPA informed cotton textile 
manufacturers yesterda, that an 
average 16 per cent price rise is 
all the agency will allow at pres- 
ent unaer the new act, which re- 
quires ceilings based on 1939-41 
earnings, rather than 1936-39 as 
heretofore, Textile mills had de- 
manded a flat 20 per cent increase. 
An OPA official told reporters the 
agreement on 16 per cent was 
based on a 28 per cent increase in 
raw cotton prices since last March. 


While OPA kept busy with in- 
creases, the decontrol board was 
sworn into office late yesterday. 
Roy L. Thompson, chairman, said 
it will be a week or 10 days before 
organization is completed, 

The House approved, 249 to 0, an 
additional appropriation of 326, 
000,000 for OPA. The agency 
earlier had been given $75,000,000 
by Congress—$67,000,000 less than 
it requested. The Senate has yet 
to act on the supplementary fund.

HOG PRIGES RISE 
TO NEW RECORD OF 
$24.20; BEEF FIRM 


Pork Market Up $1.25 
From Yesterday, Ex- 
ceeds Previous High of 
$23.55 Set in 1918. 


Hog prices at National Stock- 
yards reached a new record high 
of $24.25 a hundredweight today, 
despite receipts which were higher 
than last week and higher than 
a year ago. 

This price topped by a consider- 
able margin the previous record 
price of $23.55, established in 
1919. The OPA ceiling on hogs 
was $14.80, but was abolished in 
the revised OPA measure. Yes- 
terday's top hog price was $23. 

Hog receipts totaled 3500 today, 
compared to 2800 a week ago and 
2500 a year ago, Other livestock 
receipts also were high. Cattle 
receipts, 4200, were down some- 
what from 4600 a week ago, But 
up from 3600 a year ago. Calf 
receipts totaled 2500, compared to 
2300 a week ago and only 1400 a4 
year ago, and sheep, 4000, com- 
pared to 3800 a week ago and 2400 
a year ago, 

Cattle prices were fairly steady 
today, although bidding was less 
spirited on plain and medium 
grades. Veal prices were steady 
at $18.25 a hundredweight and 
lambs steady at $22. 

OPA officials in St. Louis: were 
awaiting complete instructions 
from the regional office in Dallas, 
Tex., before proceeding with a 
full-scale enforcement effort un- 
der the new act. Top OPA offi- 
clals from the St. Louis office left 
today for a conference in Dallas 
and were expected to return here 
with complete inatructions the 
latter part of the week. 

Meanwhile letters have been 
sent out by the OPA office in Ft. 
Louls to parking lot owners who 
have increased their rates. Under 
the new law parking rates must 
be rolled back to June 30 levels, 
In a few instances letters have 
gone to other businesses inform- 
ing them of the necessity of com- 
— with the new act, officals 
said. 

Rent control continued to be a 
major problem of OPA enforce- 
ment today. Crowds at the OPA 
office in the Paul Brown bulld- 
ing were smaller yesterday and 
today than on Monday, but com- 
plaints continued to be received 
of rent increases and eviction ac- 
tions being taken. 

Lower grades of butter in- 
creased in price on the wholesale 
market in St. Louls today, but no 
immediate retail price increases 
were apparent. Creamery men 
said the demand for butter is 
slow, due to high prices. 

The increase was in 89 score, or 
cooking butter, from 63 to 64 cents 
a pound, and in 90 score, from 
65 to 65 and one-half cents a 
pound. Creamery men said it is 
possible that this increase will be 


reflected in retail prices later in 
the week.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
The Justice Department disclosed 
today that it was investigating 
Ku Klux Klan activities in seven 
states to determine whether fed- 
eral laws are being violated. 
Court action will be instituted if 
violations are uncovered, the de- 
partment said. 

Evidence involving any viola- 
tions of state laws will be turned 
over to state authorities, if re- 
quested. 

The investigation is being made 
in New York, Michigan, Tennes- 
see, Florida, California, Mississippi 
and Georgia under direction of the 
department’s civil rights section. 
Complaints are being received 
from all parts of the country 
about the resurgent Klan’s activ- 
ities. They come from individuals, 
labor unions, civil rights societies 
and other organizations, Some 
name dates, places and persons 
involved in alleged Klan acts. All 
such complaints are turned over 
to the FBI which makes investiga- 
tions for the civil rights sertion. 
The department expects a sharp 
increase in Klan activity as a re- 
sult of Negro voting in southern 
primaries, the dislocation of pop- 
ulations resulting from the war, 
congested living conditions and 
the other aftermaths of war. 
The department began checking 
Klan activities shortly before At- 
torney General Tom Clark as- 
sailed the hooded order in a 
speech at Philadelphia May 18. 
At that time, Clark said “We 
must rid ourselves of such things 
as organized bigotry—and I mean 
specifically such an excrescence 
as the Ku Klux Klan.” 

The department's investigation 
includes two specific complaints 
of alleged Klan intimidation 
against Negroes, 

One complaint alleges that the 
klan co-operated with certain lo- 
cal officials in a Florida city to 
intimidate Negroes from moving 
into a housing project. 

The second complaint alleges 
that before the Georgia primary 
election a masked band of white 
people visited a number of Negro 
houses in one county, fired into 
several houses and warned the 
Negroes against voting.

READING, Pa., July 31 (AP)— 
Experts told the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Board today that the four en- 
gines of the Lockheed Constella- 
tion which crashed near here July 
11 were not at fault, so far as ex- 
amination on the ground could 
show. 

Kenneth B. Sonner, power plant 
specialist for the Safety Bureau 
of the CAB, told the fact-finding 
panel there was no evidence of an 
induction fire or power plant fail- 
ure. Sonner, chairman of the ex- 
perts who investigated the en- 
gines, said that from testimony so 
far adduced, his opinion was that 
the fire had been burning else- 
where for some time before the 
crew knew of it. 

E. R. Bayless and John D. Me- 
Elroy, enginéers for Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation which 
made the 2000 horsepower engines, 
concurred with Sonner’s opinion. 

Sonner said that although the 
No. 3 engine appeared to trail 
smoke before the crash he be- 
lieved the flames had eaten out- 
ward through the wing roof to the 


tire wall, where smoke could have 


been drawn into the engine na- 
celle and expelled astern. 

Five Transcontinental & West- 
ern Air men were killed in the 
crash, after which all Constella- 
tions were grounded pending in- 
quiry. 

The sole survivor, Capt. Richard 
F. Brown, pilot-instructor for 
Transcontinental & Western Air- 
lines, reported in a deposition that 
the No. 3 engine, the one closest 
to the fusilage on the right wing, 
had been backfiring. 

“The backfiring occurred before 


the fire warning light went on and. 


[I remember I was impressed that 
that was bad,” he said, “Off hand, 
I would say it was an electrical 


tire.“ 


Capt. Brown is still in a hospital 
with serious burns. 
In earlier testimony, other TWA

pilots testified the Constellation 
“Star of Lisbon“ was yawing to 


the right and its right wing ap- 
peared to be buckling just before 
it crashed on a training flight. 
Yawing occurs when power is re- 
duced on one side. 

CAB Examiner Robert B. Crisp 
said 40 to 50 witnesses would be 
heard in the course of the inquiry 
which he called “purely a fact- 
finding proceeding.”

TWO-THIRDS RULE * 
URGED B¥ MOLOTOV 


PARIS, July 31 (AP) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
fought today to establish a two- 
thirds majority voting rule for the 
Paris peace conference of 21 na- 
tions, because, he said, “if all de- 
cisions were by simple majority 
the U.S. S. R. would be sure to find 
itself always in the minority.” 

Making his first public confer- 
ence pronouncement, he told a 
meeting of the conference rules 
committee that “this (a simple 
majority) naturally would place 
the Anglo-Saxons at an advantage 
because it would form a bloc of 
from 12 to 13 votes.” 

Expressing fear that a simple 
majority rule would play the west 
against eastern Europe, he said 
the conference should be inter- 
ested in preventing: a play on 
votes, and should be concerned 
with assuring the authority of the 
recommendations it is going to 
make. . 

Newspaper reporters of many 
eountries, sitting in for the first. 
time in history as peace confer- 
ence observers, were in attend- 
ance as the committee plunged 
quickly into the troublesome ques- 
tion on which Molotov voiced his 
support of a Yugoslav proposal 
for a two-thirds voting rule. 

Shortly after Molotov spoke, an 
American informant said United 
States Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes would propose tomor- 
row that a two-thirds majority 
vote be necessary for approval of 
essential and substantive matters. 

Byrnes's proposal, the informant 
gaid, would carry the proviso that 
all substantive proposals which 
failed to secure a two-thirds ma- 
jority should nevertheless be sent 

the conference back to the 
Council of Foreign Ministers, 
along with the names of the coun- 
tries that voted for it and with 
the request that the four foreign 
ministers give the measure special 
consideration, : 

The informant said the proposal 
would provide that a simple ma- 
jority only be needed on questions 
of procedure. 

Byrnes told the conference yes- 
terday the United States was sup- 
porting draft treaty proposals pre- 
pared by the four foreign minis- 
ters of Russia, the United States, 
Britain and France, but that if 
two-thirds of the 21-nation confer- 
ence disagreed with the four- 
power decisions he would support 
the conference's recommendations 
for revisions.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Attorney General Tom Clark an- 
nounced today the filing of three 
civil actions charging that three 
American and one foreign pro- 
ducer of anti-friction bearings 
have violated the anti-trust laws. 

Clark said separate suits, alleg- 
ing that cartel agreements had 
been made to control world mar- 
kets in bearings, had been filed 
in United States District Court at 
Cleveland, O., against these Amer- 
ican companies and what he 


called “their foretgn conspirators,” 

The Timken Roller Bearing 
Company of Canton, O., SKF In- 
dustries, Inc., of Philadelphia and 
Aktiebolaget Svenska Kullager- 
fabriken of Gothenburg, Sweden; 
and Norma-Hoffman Bearings 
Corp., of Stamford, Conn. 


Attorney General’s Charges. 


Clark said in a statement that 
the complaints charge that “the 
cartel restrictions have had the 
effect of preventing the American 
producers from ‘supplying, seek- 
ing and acquiring foreign mar- 
kets, with the consequence of re- 
ducing American bearing produc- 
tion and American employment of 
labor. 

“The seriousness of these re- 
straints is emphasized’ by the tre- 
mendous growth of American anti- 
friction bearing productive capac- 
ity during the war. Yet, with all 
this capacity, with the vast Ger- 
man competition shut down, and 
with the world.begging for bear- 
ings, almost half of our production 
for sale is subject to export re- 
straint. 

“We propose to break down 
these restraints, make the world 
markets free for our bearings and 
put more and more men to work 
in our factories to produce for 
these markets.” 


Complaint Against Timken. 


Assistant Attorney General 
Wendell Berge, head of the anti- 
trust division, said in a state- 
ment: 

“The complaint against Timken 
charges a conspiracy with Brit- 
ish Timken, Limited, of Birming- 
ham, England, and Societe Anon- 
yme Francaise Timken of Paris, 
France, to divide world markets 
and fix prices. 

“Pursuant to the agreement, the 
American company was forbidden 
to export to territory allocated to 


the British and French companies 


except at prices approximately 65 
per cent higher than Timken’s 
regular export prices. 

“The effect of the conspiracy, it 
is further charged, has been to 
prevent Timken from exporting 
its bearings despite the demand 
for lower-priced American-made 
bearings. 

“It is specifically alleged that 
American automobile manufac- 
turers and their dealers abroad 
have been prevented from buying 
United States-made bearings for 
export and have been forced in- 
stead to buy British- and French- 
made bearings at higher prices.” 


Limit on Export Alleged. 

Berge said the complaint against 
SKF Industries and Aktiebolaget 
Svenska Kullagerfabriken “charges 
complicity with Officine di Villar 
Perosa, a subsidiary of the Italian 
Fiat Co., in an arrangement pro- 
hibiting SKF industries from sell- 
ing outside the United States, even 
to the American territory of 
Puerto Rico. In exchange, the 
foreign companies have agreed not

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ITALY TO LOSE AFRICAN TERRITORY UNDER TREATY 


Total Eclipse as 


Military Power . 


For Empire Built by Mussolini: 
Status of Trieste Left to U. N. 


Russia to Receive $100,000,000, Reparations 
to Other Nations Left Open—Draft For- 


bids Border Fortifications and Any Exper- 


imentation With Guided Missiles. 


PARIS, July 31 (AP). 


TALY’S once boasted war machine would be slashed to almost 
comic opera size and the Mussolini empire that threatened to 
rival Caesar’s would be trimmed to a thin boot by the draft of the 


proposed Italian peace treaty. 


On these and other penalties for making war—notably the pay- 
ment of $100,000,000 in reparations to Russia—the United States, 


Great Britain, Russia and France 


were agreed in the recommended 


treaty submitted last night to the 21-nation European peate con- 


ference. 

But other disputed questions, 
such as the boundaries of the sug- 
gested free territory of Trieste, 
and reparations due to France, 
Yugoslavia, Greece and other vic- 
tims of Italy’s participation in the 
war were left open, although the 
United States offered its own solu- 
tion to the Rg te oe 

Despite I s service as 
eleventh hour co-belligerent 
against Germany, it suffers to- 
tal eclipse as a military power 
under the terms of the propos 
treaty; and would salvage little 
more of its prewar prestige than 
the ise of a waterpower sup- 
ply from territory lost to France. 

Army Cut to 185,000. 

The treaty would limit Italy to 
an army of 185,000 men and 65, 
000 carabinieri (military police). 
Its 1939 army had 2,240,000 men 
and 5,175,000 trained reservists. 1 

In place of its mare nostrum 
navy of 717,420 tons, Italy may 
have two battleships, four cruis- 
ers, four destroyers, 16 torpedo 
boats, 20 corvettes and minor war 
and auxiliary vessels, and no sub- 
marines, ,

port and training craft.

“The Council of Foreign Min- 
isters agreed that all territory 
east of the line known as the 
French Line shall be ceded by Italy 
to Yugoslavia and the free terri- 
tory of Trieste shall be consti- 
tuted within the French Line, 
bounded on the north by a line 
drawn from Duino to the French 
Line.” 

Although the United States sug- 
gested a boundary limned in great- 
est detail, the treaty draft does 
not contain it, but proposes in- 
stead that an “exact line of the 
mew frontiers" be drawn by boun- 
dary commissions responsible to 
the four major powers. 

By contrast, the territory 
France would acquire is defined 
to the last kilometer—Little St. 
Bernard Pass, Mont Cenis Pla- 
teau, Mont Thabor, Chamberton 
and an area lumped as Upper 
Tinee Vesubie and Roya valleys. 

The draft provides that Italy 
“shall take all measures neces- 
sary to secure to all persons un- 
der Italian jurisdiction, without 
distinction as to race, sex, lan- 
guage or religion, the enjoyment 
of human rights, including free- 
dom of expression, of the press 
and publication, of religious wor. 
ship, of political opinion and of 
public meeting.”

The treaty provides that for 
the first 18 months the ambassa- 
dors of the four drafting powers 
will represent all the Allies in 
matters concerning the execution 
and interpretation of the docu- 
ment. 

No Border Fortifications, 
Besides restrictions on the size 

and equipment of its armed forces, 
Italy would be forbidden to main- 
tain fortifications at the French 
and Yugoslav frontiers, as well 
as on the islands of Pantellaria— 
an Allied invasion stepping stone 
—and Pianosa, and the Pelagian 
islands of Lampedusa, Lampione 
and Linosa. The fortification of 
Sicily and Sardinia would be 
severely restricted. 

The draft provides further 
that “Italy shall not possess, con- 
struct or experiment with any 
self-propelled or guided mis- 
siles or apparatus connected 
with their discharge, any guns 
with a range of over 30 kilo- 
meters (18.64 miles), sea mines 
of non-contact types actuated 
by influence mechanisms, or 
any torpedoes capable of being 
manned,” 

Surplus ships and war materiel 
would be destroyed or turned over 
to the Allies as provided by an 
unpublished annex of the treaty 
draft. 

The army would have no more 
than 200 tanks and the airforce 
would have no bombers. Ger- 
man or Japanese technicians 
would not be allowed to be em- 
ployed in the Italian aircraft 
industry and Italy would be for- 
bidden possession of planes of 
German or Japanese design..

GARY—The four leading

The United States, the United 
Kingdom and France, however, 
split sharply with Russia over the 
rights of foreign business to op- 
erate in Hungary, which quit the 
war as a German satellite six 
months before the Allied victory. 


The United States also reserved 
the right to fight against impos- 
ing a big debt on the country, 
which virtually has collapsed eco- 
nomically in a wave of inflation.

In the draft of the proposed 
treaty with Hungary, the United 
States took a stand for the privi- 
leges of business men of the 


United Nations and won the sup- 


port of the United Kingdom and 
France. 

All four nations agreed that 
business firms of the United Na- 
tions should get “most favored 
nation” treatment in Hungary in 
all businesses except those which 
have become state monopolies, but 
Russia asked for special treat- 
ment for “neighboring countries,” 

Hungary is bounded by Russia, 
Romania, Yugoslavia, Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Russia said it “sees no reason 
for inclusion” of an American- 
British proposal for all the United 
Nations to have “equality of op- 
portunity in ob.aining commercial 
aviation rights” in Hungary. 

While agreeing in the proposed 
treaty to crush Hungary to mili- 
tary midget-size, the major pow- 
ers apparently split on the price 
that nation must pay for sharing 
in Europe's destruction. 

Russia claimed 3200, 000,000 
worth of Hungarian commodities, 
with another $100,000,000 worth 
going to Czechoslovakia and Yu- 
gosiavia. But the proposed 
treaty’s only major footnote stat- 
ed that the United States re- 
serves the right to reopen this 
question at the peace confer- 
ence.” 


Armed Force Cut to 70, 000. 

Hungary’s armed forces, once 
mighty enough to contribute 700,- 
000 men to Hitler’s cause, will be 
shrunk to one-tenth of their pre- 
war size under the treaty’s mili- 
tary provisions. Of these 70,000 
men, the treaty specifies 5000 as 
the maximum personnel for an 
airforce of 90 planes. 

Another treaty clause assures 
the continued presence of Russian 
troops, already blamed by the for- 
eign secretaries of the United 
States and Britain as contributing 
to Hungary’s economic chaos. 
Proclaiming Russia's right to pro- 


tect its communication lines to 
the Soviet-occupied zone of Aus- 
tria, the treaty specifies that Rus- 
sia may keep “such armed forces 
as it may need” in Hungary. Oth- 
er Allied forces are to be with- 
drawn within 90 days of the sign- 
ing of the treaty. 


Hungary's frontiers will re- 
vert to pre-war dimensions, 
with Hungary returning to Ro- 
mania half of Transylvania it 
received in the Nazi redistribu- 
tion of European territory near- 
ly six years ago. 

United States concern over Hun- 
gary's desperate economic posi- 
tion is expressed in a note after 
this reparations clause: 

“Losses caused to the Soviet Un- 
ion, Czechoslovakia and Yugoslav- 
ia by military operations and by 
occupation by Hungary of these 
states will be indemnified by Hun- 
gary to the Soviet Union, Czecho- 
slovakia and Yugoslavia, but tak- 
ing into consideration that Hun- 
gary declared war on Ger- 
many, the parties agree that com- 
pensation for the above losses will 
be made by Hungary not in full 
but only in part, namely, to the 
amount of 300,000,000 United States 
dollars payable over eight years 
from Jan. 20, 1945, in commodi- 
ties (machine equipment, river 
craft, grain, etc.), the sum to be 
paid to the Soviet Union to amount 
to 200,000,000 United States dollars, 
and the sum to be paid to Czecho- 
slovakia and Yugoslavia to amount 
to 100,000,000 United States dol- 
lars.” 

The treaty specifically forbids 
Hungary's new air force to in- 
clude bombers, but the 5000 limit 
set on air force personnel repre- 
sents a 500-man increase over the 
estimated strength of Hungary’s 
prewar air corps. Only 70 of 90 
allotted planes may be combat type 
aircraft.

ers agreed unanimously to re- 
turn Transylvania to Romania 
from Hungary and charge the oil- 
rich German ally $300,000,000 in 
reparations to be paid to Russia. 

The treaty draft disclosed a split 
with Russia and the United States 
dissenting from a British proposal 
over restoration of damage to Ro- 
mania’s oil industry. 

The British proposed this provi- 
sion in the treaty: 

“The complete restoration and 
replacement of damaged or de- 
stroyed property belonging to 
United Nations nationals engaged 
in the petroleum industry in Ro-

failing this within one year, “the 
Romanian government undertakes 
to pay ... convertible currency 
equivalent to the assessed value of 
the property.”

tion nationals to enter Romania 
and to exercise their respective 
professions in the petroleum in-

dustry of Romania without let or 
hindrance, 

The United States and Russia, 
in notes incorporated in the draft, 
said the subject was covered in 
general clauses dealing with the 
restoration of Allied property in 
Romania and that they saw no 
reason to include any special pro- 
visions for oil. 

Drafts of “agreed” terms for 
consideration by the 21-nation 
peace conference disclosed that 
Romania, like other Balkan enemy 
countries, will be required to cut 
its navy and air forces to a frac- 
tion of pre-war levels. 

Figures proposed by the For- 
eign Ministers Council are: 

Ah army of 120,000 personnel 
(compared to an estimated 1,800,- 
000 in 1939, including reserves); an 
airforce of 150 planes and 8000 
personnel (compared to an estli- 
mated 1939 strength of 15,000); 
a navy of 15,000 tons and 5000 
personnel (compared to 3250 per- 
sonnel estimated by Jane’s in 
1940); anti-aircraft artillery with 
5000 personnel. 


Romania was forced by the 
Axis in 1940 to give Hungary more 
than half of Transylvania, an area 
totaling more than 12,000 square 
miles with an estimated 2,370,000 
population. Under the proposed 
treaty the Axis-negotiated “Vien- 
na award” js nullified and the sec- 
tion, rich in minerals, farm lands 
and forests, will be returned to 
Romania. 

Another article of the proposed 
treaty confirms the 1940 Soviet- 
Romanian agreement by which 
the U.S.S.R. was ceded Bessara- 
bia and northern Bucovina. 

Only Reparations to Russia, 

The economic clauses in the 
proposed Romanian treaty were 
drawn in broad terms leaving it to 
the 21-nation peace conference to 
discuss such disputed points as 
the United States demand for 
freedom of shipping on the 
Danube and Russia’s desire for 
economic concessions in the Bal- 
kans. 

Under drafts of terms for con- 
sideration, Romania will be re- 
quired to restore all the legal 
rights and property of United Na- 
tions nationals, Allied and asso- 
ciated powers will be given the 
privilege of retaining any Ro- 
manian property seized “in the 
national interest” before Romania 
signed the armistice with the Al- 
lies on Sept. 12, 1944, and turned 
against Germany. 

Soviet Russia is the sole benefi- 
ciary from reparations. Under 
the proposed treaty, the U.S.S.R. 
would get $300,000,000 payable over 
eight years from Sept. 12, 1944 
in commodities such as oil, grain, 
timber, seagoing and river craft 
and machinery. 

The Romanian treaty, like the 
drafts for other former enemy 
states, gives Romania an op- 
portunity eventually to become 
a member of the United Na- 
tions, requires the Government 
to guarantee its people “enjoy- 
ment of human rights and of 
fundamental freedoms, includ- 
ing the freedom of expression, 
of press and publication, of re- 
ligious worship, of political opin- 
jon and of public meeting.” 

Within 90 days after the treaty 
becomes effective, the proposed 
agreement says, Allied occupation 
troops will be withdrawn “sub- 


ject to the right of the Soviet 
Union to keep on Romanian ter- 
ritory such armed forces as it 
may need for the maintenance of 
lines of communication of the 
Red Army with the Soviet zone of 
occupation in Austria.” 

The treaty draft sets no restric- 
tion on the number of such troops. 

Heads of diplomatic missions of 
Russia, the United States and 
Britain who now act as the Allied 
Control Council during the occu- 
pation, would continue to function 
for a period not to exeeed 18 
months as enforcers of the treaty. 
Article 35 provides: 

“For a period not to exceed 18 
months from the coming into 
force of the present treaty, the 
heads of diplomatic missions in 
Bucharest of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, the United 
Kingdom and the United States, 
acting in concert, will represent 
the Allied and associated powers 
in dealing with the Romanian 
Government in all matters con- 
cerning the execution and inter- 
pretation of the present treaty. 

“The three heads of the mis- 
sions will give the Romanian Gov- 
ernment such guidance and tech- 
nical advice and clarification as 
may be necessary to ensure rapid 
and efficient compliance with the 
spirit and terms of the present 
treaty.” 

Differences Between Powers, 


The lengthiest parts of the draft 
are the economic clauses and de- 
bate in the peace conference is 
expected to focus on the conflict- 
ing viewpoints of Russia and the 
Western Powers. Only the sections 
on which all of the Big Four pow- 
ers agreed were made public in 
the proposed treaty, but discus- 
sions at two previous meetings of 
the Big Four Foreign Ministers 
Council disclosed wide differences. 

Article 25 provides: “Romania 
recognizes that the Soviet Union 
is entitled to all German assets 
in Romania transferred by the 
control council for Germany and 
undertakes to take all necessary 
measures for facilitating such 
transfers.” 

Another economic clause pro- 
vides that “Romania shall, restore 
all the legal rights and interests 
in Romania of the United Nations 
and their nationals as they existed 
on June 22, 1941, and shall return 
all property in Romania, includ- 
ing ships of the United Nations 
and their nationals, as it now 
exists.” A footnote states that in- 
clusion of shipping was stipulated 
by the British. 

Another section requires Ro- 
mania to “nullify all measures, in- 
cluding seizures, sequestration or 
control, taken by it against United 
Nations property between June 22, 
1941, and the coming into force 
of the present treaty.” 

The “Vienna award” of the 
Transylvania area to Hungary on 
Aug. 30, 1940, was followed two 
weeks later by the abdication of 
King Carol and the rise to power 
of Premier Ion Antonescu. On Oct. 
19, 1940, the German occupation 
of Romania began under an invi- 
tation by Romania for help in “re- 
organizing the Romanian army.” 

When Germany attacked Russia 
June 22, 1941, Antonescu pro- 
claimed a “holy war” to regain 
Bessarabia from the Soviet Union. 
Romahia ceased its resistance 
towards Russia Aug. 23, 1944, and 


entered the war against Germany.

ULGARIA—The proposed Bul- 
3 garian peace treaty drafted by 

the four-power foreign minis- 
ters leaves unanswered the ques- 
tions of the Bulgarian-Greek fron- 
tier and the amount of repara- 
tions which Bulgaria must pay to 
Yugoslavia and Greece. 


The ministers recommended that 
Bulgarian frontiers follow those 
which existed Jan. 1, 1941, but 
attached a footnote recommending 
that the Greek-Bulgarian frontier 
be considered tentative “until the 
governments of Greece and ®ul- 
garia have had an opportunity to 
present to the peace conference or 
to the Council of Foreign Minis- 
ters their respective views of this 
subject.” 


Bulgaria, which also fought 
against the Allies in the first 
world war, lost its Thracian ter- 
ritory to Greece in the treaty 
which ended that conflict. Some 
of this territory was assigned“ 


back to Bulgaria by the Nazis 


when they entered that country 
on March 3, 1941. 

The foreign ministers recom- 
mended that Bulgaria be forced 
to pay only part of the losses 
which its military operations 
caused to Yugoslavia and Greece. 
The ministers were unable to 
agree, however, on the amount to 
be paid, and said that the final 
decision should be deferred pend- 
ing discussion of the matter with 
Greece and Yugoslavia, 

Bulgaria declared war on Brit- 
ain and the United States Dec. 13, 
1941, but stated it was neutral 
in the German-Russian war. Rus- 
sia refused to recognize this neu- 
trality, and declared war on Bul- 
garia. 

The little nation of 6,700,000 pop- 
ulation left the side of the totter- 
ing Nazis Sept. 5, 1944, and asked 
for an armistice. Two days later, 
it declared war in Germany, 

It was in recognition of this

INLAND—Limitation of Fin- 
F land's armed forces to small, 

inoffensive units designed for 
local defense is recommended in 
the council of foreign ministers’ 
draft of a peace treaty between 
Allied nations and Finland, Ger- 
many’s partner in the war against 
Russia and Great Britain, 

The treaty draft submitted 
to the Paris peace  confer- 
ence would limit the Finnish land 
army to a total strength of 34,400 
personnel. The draft proposed a 
Finnish navy limited to a per- 
sonnel strength of 4500 and a total 
tonnage of 10,000, and an air 
force, including the naval air arm, 
of 60 aircraft, including reserves, 
and personnel of 3000, 

A further restriction imposed by 
the treaty would forbid Finland 
from acquiring aircraft designed 
primarily as bombers with inter- 
nal bomb-carrying facilities, 

Ice-Free Port for Russia. 

Designed to strip Finland of 
any ability to wage effective war- 
fare, the treaty also would accord 
Russia a 50-year lease on Pork- 
kala-Udd to establish a naval base 
and would cede outright to Russia 
the northernmost Finnish prov- 
ince of Petsamo, with its ice-free 
Arctic ocean port of the same 
name, giving the Soviet Union an 
opportunity to exploit Arctic ocean 
shipping throughout the year. 

The surrender of Petsamo, on 
the Russian-Finnish border, is in 
accordance with the Russian- 
Finnish armistice signed Sept. 19, 
1944, 

The treaty draft takes into con- 
sideration the fact that Finland, 
the only Axis partner with which 
the United States was not at war, 
withdrew from World War II be- 
fore Germany’s fall. 

Stating that Finland “bears her 
share of responsibility for this 
war,” the treaty draft preamble 
voices an Allied desire of con- 
cluding a treaty of peace which 
will form the basis of friendly 
relations between them and set- 
tle questions still outstanding... 
thereby enabling Allied and asso- 


ciated powers to support Fin- 
land’s application to become a 
member of the United Nations.” 
Reparations in Commodities. 
The draft recommends that 
reparations, to be paid to Russia, 
shall not be in full, but shall be 
limited to $300,000,000, payable 
over an eight-year period begin- 
ning Sept. 19, 1955. Payment 
shall be in commodities—including 
timber products, sea-going and 
river craft and sundry machinery.

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There Is No Peace 


Important though the Paris 21-nation con- 
ference is, it would be unfortunate for the 
whole world if its importance were exaggerated. 
Perhaps it was a mistake to call it a “peace 
conference” at all. The term is somewhat 
grandiose, in view of the limitations of the 
agenda. Actually it is a conference to discuss 
and ratify the Allies’ treaties of peace with 
Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland. 

A peace conference is one at which a peace 
is made. It is a forum of nations for the settle- 
ment of problems whose unsettled state threat- 
ens or may threaten the peace of the world. The 
Paris conference is by definition nothing of 

If a list were being drawn up of unsettled 


problems which must be settled before a peace 


can be made, the disposition of Germany would 
come among the first. So would an understand- 
ing among Britain, Russia and the United States 
as to what they want out of the peace, and 
their intentions toward one another. These un- 
derstandings would have to determine control 
of the Mediterranean and the Dardanelles, 
and the distribution of the world’s oil. 

The Paris conference will deal with none of 
these great and basic problems. It will only 
discuss and pass upon already-drafted treaties 
for five former enemy nations, After it is all 
over, the peace will still remain to be made. 
It is vital for that fact to bé generally under- 
stood; for otherwise, it will be supposed that the 
peace was completed at Paris in July and 
August of 1946, and that would be a tragic error. 

That is why voices of caution are being raised, 
among them those of Marquis Childs and Doro- 
thy Thompson in this newspaper today. They 
are saying, in substance, that the “peace confer- 
ence” is something much smaller than the name 
that has been given to it implies. “A minor 
show against the world background,” Mr. Childs 
says, with accuracy and perspective. 

When the “peace conference” is over, there 
will still be no peace for many nations. There 
will be enough actual warfare still going on, 
and enough causes for war, to embroil the whole 
world again unless a peace is drawn up in com- 
plete and explicit terms. 

The unsettled problem of oil will continue to 
impel dangerous rivalries of Russia, Britain, 
France and the United States in Iran, Iraq, 
Syria, Lebanon and Saudi Arabia. The un- 
settled problem of independence will continue 
to threaten serious trouble, perhaps even civil 
war, in India, The chronic civil war in China 
will continue to be fought, with Russia and the 
United States backing opposing sides and 
Chinese extremists trying to maneuver them 
into war with each other. Russia's aspirations 
in Manchuria, Korea, Poland, Yugoslavia, Ro- 
mania, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Albania, Greece 


and Hungary will continue to hold off peace 


and reconstruction and cause uneasiness in 
Britain, France, Italy, and the United States. 
The unsettled problems of Dutch colonialism in 
Indonesia, British colonialism in Burma and 
French colonialism in Indo-China will continue 
unsettled and perhaps, as they have already 
done, erupt in open fighting. Siam’s terri- 
torial dispute with France will threaten continu- 
ance of bloodshed. Macedonian separatism, 
fanned by Yugoslavia, will continue to spread 
panic in Greece, where it is backed by ma- 
rauding armed bands. Palestine remains an 
unsolved problem, and there is no cause for be- 
lief that violence there will be over. 

If, however, by some happy magic all these 
wars and rumors of wars that still sweep the 
earth could overnight be stilled, there would 
yet be one problem awful enough to. turn the 
world into one red hell of war. That problem 
is the atomic bomb, fearful and utterly un- 
settled. 

The 21-nation conference which is being 
held in Paris will leave unsettled far more than 
it will settle toward the accomplishment of a 
peaceful world. It is aH-important to realize 
that there is no peace, that only the minor part 
of a peace is being made, and that no time 
should be lost in completing a great design for 
a finally civilized world.

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Thanks to Senator Barkley 


Alben W. Barkley has earned many times 
over the gratitude which President Truman and 
50 Democratic Senators paid to him at a testi- 
monial dinner the other night. For nine years 
he has served in one of the hardest posts in 
Congress, as Senate majority leader, showing 
an infinite capacity for hard work and for down- 
right punishment. 

There has been nothing easy about those 
years. Senator Barkley succeeded to the late 
Senator Robinson’s job in the midst of the fight 
over one of the bitterest and hardest-contested 
issues of the Roosevelt administrations: the Su- 
preme Court reorganization proposal. Except 
for a brief resignation in 1944, when he objected 

to Roosevelt's criticism of a tax bill, Barkley has 
been in the midst of battle continuously. 
His resignation brought him one of his most 
sincere tributes, for he had become so valuable 
to Mr. Roosevelt that the President was obliged 
to swallow his Dutch stubbornness and quickly 
apologize to his majority leader in the famous 
“Dear Alben” letter. 

His services to the Truman Administration 
have been truly indispensable. The White 
House’s relations with Congress have been 
notably weak, with all Barkley has been able 
to do, Without him it should be harrowing to 
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the President to speculate how little influence 
he might wield on Capitol Hill. Senator 
Barkley deserves a major share of credit for 
enactmenf of such recent legislation as the OPA 
extension, the congressional reorganization and 
the British loan. 

It is not so much as a liberal of flaming con- 
viction, or as a leader of brilliant talents, that 
Barkley has made his mark on Congress. It is 
rather as a devoted and tireless legislative 
leader for the Administration, and as a remark- 
ably deft hand in the intricacies of getting legis- 
lation through the Senate. As such the ma- 
jority leader has earned the thanks of the coun- 
try as well as of Administration and party. 
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Talmadge's Fascist Dodge 

As was to have been expected, one of Eugene 
Talmadge's first post-nomination announcements 
is of plans to circumvent the Supreme Court's 
decision that Negroes must be permitted to vote 
in the Democratic primary. In states like 
Georgia, where the Democratic nomination is 
the equivalent of election, to be barred from 
the primary is to be barred from the constitu- 
tional privilege of the franchise, but this means 
nothing to minority-elected demagogues like 
Talmadge. 

Thus far the Supreme Court has ruled only 
that racial discrimination shall not be prac- 
ticed in party primaries held under state con- 
trol. Talmadge says that in Georgia, “future 
Democratic primaries will be held under party 
control instead of under state control.” “That,” 
he says, “will satisfy the findings of the Federal 
courts.” 

The United States Supreme Court refused 
earlier this summer to hear an appeal from 
Georgia on the question of Negroes in pri- 
maries, on the grounds that it had settled the 
question two years ago when it ruled that 
Negroes must be admitted to the primaries 
in Texas. 

That rebuff to Georgia made it question- 
able that even South Carolina would be able 
to evade the Supreme Court’s plain intent, 
though the State has removed all statutory 
reference to the Democratic primary by re- 
pealing 150 laws. But there is a formidable 
barrier to Georgia's attaining even the doubt- 
ful status of South Carolina for a new appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 

It could not eliminate all statutory reference 
to the Democratic primary without repealing 
the county-unit law, and that law is sacred 
to the reigning rural counties of Georgia, 
which use it to maintain minority rule. Tal- 
madge himself was elected by a minority vote 
under the county-unit law. 8 

In simple fact, the primary 1s an integral part 


of the election machinery and no complete legal 


separation of the two can be effected. We do 


not believe that the men who want to make the 


color of,a person’s skin a test of the right to 
vote can invent a subterfuge sufficiently subtle 
to escape invalidation by the Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court, we trust, will prove com- 
pletely allergic to any legal dodge by which men 
like Talmadge hope to substitute fascist discrimi- 
nation for the guaranties of the Constitution and 


the principles of the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence. 
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Let the Witness Talk 


Representative John M. Coffee has had a 
consistently progressive record since he was 
sent to Congress in 1937 from the Sixth Con- 
gressional District of Washington. It is re- 
grettable, therefore, to see his name pop up in 
the hearings of the Mead Committee as a Con- 
gressman who received a substantial contribu- 
tion from a war contractor. 

As the testimony stands, Representative Cof- 
fee took $2500 from a Tacoma war-plant con- 
tractor not as a campaign contribution, as he 
had contended, but for services he was expected 
to render for the contractor in the national 
capital. If this is true, Mr. Coffee’s situation 
differs only in degree from that of Representa- 
tive Andrew J. May of Kentucky, front man for 
the Garsson brothers, and both cases should be 
dealt with in a way that will serve as a warning 
to other Congressmen who may be tempted to 
compromise themselves.

(soap opera). Jn the beginning, the atomic bomb 
slightly roused the public from its usual torpor. 
There were some interesting ‘facts about it. 

It put a quick end to the Jap war. Some 
mighty interesting figures emerged to public 
view—queer ones, no doubt, in the eyes of the 
public, but new ones—men like Szilard, Oppen- 
heimer, Fermi and a woman like Lise Meitner, 
“foreigners” no doubt but darned smart. People 
learned a little about U-235 and ohed and ahed 
a bit about the wonders of science, looked at 
the pretty colored pictures of Bikini explosions 


and laughed themselves sick over that funny 


Pig 311—the pig that outsmarted everybody by 
deserting his post before the bomb fell. 

But the novelty about the atomic bomb is 
gone, so let’s see what Martha Carr advises 
today, how about Dagwood and is Portia still 
facing Life?

Through British Eyes 


A MINIATURE HISTORY OF THE. WAR, by & C. X. 
Ensor, (Oxford University Press, New York). 
This little volume is a terse, capsuled 

presentation of the war. In less than 200 

short pages, R. C. K. Ensor, Professor of 

Political Theory at Oxford, has compressed 

the vast sweep of events from Hitler’s 

seizure of power in 1933 to the Japanese 
surrender of last September. 


Too many people seem to forget that a 
great deal happened before Pearl Harbor. 
This book should refresh their memories of 
such events as the heroic stands of Poland 
and Norway, the debacle of Dunkirk and 
the terrible battle of Britain. 


The European war is Professor Ensor’s 
major interest, and his account of the Pa- 
cific struggle is rather thin—indeed, much 
too thin. China’s long fight is hardly men- 
tioned and the whole Philippines campaign 
is dismissed in a single sentence. The 
author credits the expensive victory at 
Buna in New Guinea exclusively to the 
Australians. This will be a surprise to the 
survivors of the American Thirty-second’ 
and Forty-first Divisions. 

— . 


It is also surprising to note the turning 
point date which the author picks—Novem- 
ber, 1942, The victories at EI Alamein and 
Stalingrad, Professor Ensor asserts, turned 
back the wave of Nazi successes. From 
then on it was a matter of counter- 
offensives by superior armies, 


The United States played the supreme 
role in the final blows at Germany, espe- 
cially in the mechanized battles of France. 
But the author seems to think that the 
Allies might have defeated Germany much 
earlier had not the United States commit- 
ted so much shipping and aircraft to the 
Pacific. 

“To a large fraction of the American 
public the war against Japan seemed more 
important than the war against Germany 
.. and this fact “undoubtedly delayed 
the defeat of Hitler.“ Post-mortem judg~- 
ments such as this are a little absurd; 
one might be tempted to go to the extreme 
and criticize Britain and the United States 
for not stopping Japan in the early ‘30s 
or Hitler in 1933. 
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In looking at the war as a whole, Profes- 
sor Ensor finds that technological suprem- 
acy and not quality,of manpower won the 
war. In a future war the aggressor, using 
atomic weapons, will have an even greater 
advantage, since the margin of time will 
be much shorter. 

This is a valuable book for the casual 
reader who wants a short glance at the 
military history of the past decade, but 
there are better short histories of the 
period.

But the great danger in the 
whole situation is that we are 
creating a piecemeal peace in a 
Europe where the great powers, 
one of them operating also 
through a slavishly “friendly” in- 
ternational political party and 
movement, are vitally interested 
and still struggling for position. 
The Italian, Bulgarian, Romanian 
and Hungarian treaties are not 
part of any European settlement. 
But they will affect that settle- 
ment—not only for enemy coun- 
tries, but for allied as well. 


Broken Pledge. 


In eastern Europe, Austria, 
with frontiers on Italy, Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia and Germany, is 
one of the most critical European 
points, but her fate is left—due 
to Russian pressures—entirely un- 
determined. And no agreement, 
but profound disagreement, pre- 
vails between the Western powers 
and the U.. S. R. over the most 
critical spot of all—Germany. 


Until peace has been concluded 
with Austria, Hungary and Ro- 
mania, peace treaties or no peace 
treaties, will be occupied by Rus- 
sian. troops, “to guard the com- 
munication lines” of their occupa- 
tion of Austria, though the con- 
tinued occupation of Austria, a 
year after the war, is in defiance 
of the pledge made by the Big 
Three as far back as the Moscow 
Conference, to restore her freedom 
and independence. 


It is clear that the U.S.S.R. is 
bent on destroying the Hungarian 
and Austrian economies, the bet- 
ter eventually to absorb them in 
her own. The same newspapers 
which carried the draft of the 
Italian treaty also reported Vien- 
na’s puzzlement over the appar- 
ent vanishing of the 648 million 
schillings due to have been con- 
verted to new currency in the 
Russian zone. 


Looting of Austria. 


The Austrian Government, fight- 
ing disastrous inflation, is con- 
fronted by a sudden unilateral 
wage rise in the Russian zone; 
Russia continues taking as “war 
booty” properties classified as 
“German,” including those origin- 
ally stolen by the Germans from 
Austrians, and of such capital im- 
portance as to wreck the country; 
in a document issued by the State 
Department and signed by W. 
Bedell Smith, Russia is sharply 
criticized for measures in Hun- 
gary guaranteed to wreck that 
economy; and yet the peace 
treaties, by not settling the Aus- 
trian question, will not end the 
hold which Russia occupation 
forces hold over Hungary. 

It is proposed to reduce Italy’s 
armaments to the point where 
she will be completely defenseless 
against even one of her neighbors, 
Yugoslavia, which will have a 
force three times as large as hers, 
armed with aggressive weapons.

In a stable world with any real 
collective security, a small armed 
fo ought to be welcomed by 
Italy, for the loss of her colonies, 
the economic measures proposed, 
her war devastation, her inherent 
poverty in national resources and 
her population of 48 million to 
employ and feed will be reduced 
to subsistence, if she can maintain 
that, (Oh, happy world of “free- 
dom from want and fear.”) 


At Neighbors’ Mercy. 


But with the forces allowed hér 
by the proposed treaty, with her 
frontier fortifications dismantled, 
and with British and American 
troops out of the country, she will 
be completely at the mercy of her 
neighbors. 

The cold fact is that these 
treaties all have the same effect: 
they eliminate Western influences 
and increase Russian opportuni- 
ties. The Western powers waive 
reparations from Italy, but Ital- 
ian factories are to manufacture 
$100,000,000 worth of goods from 
Russian raw materials, which is, 
of course, considering Italy's pres- 
ent economic state, a quite for- 
midable Soviet economic penetra- 
tion. 

The Russians also have recom- 
mended a most illuminating 
amendment to the “most favored 
nation” treaty’ which Italy is 
otherwise asked to make with all 
the Allies. It is that it shall ap- 
ply only to trade with private 
enterprises. Thus if Italy social- 
ized her economy, this provision, 
in so far as it grants at least 
equality to the Western powers, 
would fall away. Why a socialist 
economy should not, in principle, 
have most favored nation trade 
is only understandable on the 
thesis that the enlarged Soviet 
economy is to be autarchial. 


The Threat to Italy. 


There is more to say about the 
proposed treaty than space per- 
mits. But in summary, one 
might ask if our statesmen and 
people are desirous that a Medi- 
terranean nation, with strong his- 
toric ties with the West and many 
personal connections with Ameri- 
cans of Italian descent, should be 
aided by us into becoming an- 
other satellite, this time with bor- 
ders on France, of the Soviet 
Union, 

Stripped of her defenses; sur- 
rounded by Russian or Russian- 
directed troops on two of her 
frontiers; impoverished to destitu- 
tion; driven out of Africa; evacu- 
ated of Western troops; given as 
the first task of unemployed Ital- 
lan workers the production of 
goods for the Soviets from Soviet 
materials; and with an active 
Communist party—guaranteed all 
civil freedoms and subsidized ac- 
cording to impressive circum- 
s ntial evidence by the U.S. S. R., 
that will, I should think, be the 
all but certain result.

In the Middle East, two danger 
spots have brought the conflicts 
cf that troubled region to a fo- 
cus.

ON 31 DAYS THIS YEAR 


Month Remains for Summer 
to Go on Record as One 
of Hottest. 


With one more month of sum- 
mer remaining on the Weather 
Bureau’s calendar, the 1946 sum- 
mer still has a chance of going 
down in the books as one the 
hottest sustained seasens on 
record. 

Assistant Meteorologist A. A. 
Rausch poined out today the tem- 
perature has reached 90 degrees 
or higher on 31 days this year 
against a normal of 21, while 14 
more can normally be expected 
in August and September. 

No records were set by July, 
Rausch said. The mean tem- 
perature of 80.6, about two de- 
grees higher than normal, fell 
about midway between the record 
high of 87.4 in 1936 and the record 
low of 73.7 in 1848. Maximum for 
the month was 99 on July 18 and 
the minimum 63 on July 3. 

Rain totaling 1.45 inches fell on 
10 days of the month, leaving a 
deficiency of 1.53 inches for the 
month and a deficit for the year 
to date of 2.11 inches. Below- 
normal. rainfall has occurred in 
five of the last seven months, 
only February and May having 
normal precipitation. 

The first heavy smoke of the 
year on the morning of the sixth 
and the appearance of the Aurora 
Borealis on the night of the 
twenty-sixth gave the month its 
only distinction, Rausch said, as

Persons Interviewed Have 
Various Ideas on Meaning 
of Official Terminology. 


CENTRAL CITY, Colo., July 31 
(AP)—Opinion research experts 
have had to change’ their meth- 
ods because words have different 
meanings to different persons. 

Several of the experts, compar- 
ing notes at a national public 
opinion conference here, said some 
of the larger polls have glossaries 
or words which interviewers no 
longer may use in asking ques- 
tions. 

Wilford Sanders of Toronto, 
editorial director of the Canadian 
Institute of Public Opinion, said 
his organization has a list of 499 
such words. Dr. George Gallup’s 
American Institute of Public 
Opinion, of which the Canadian 
organization is an affiliate, lists 
500 words and phrases, Sanders 


said.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach’s decision to recommend 
sending a CIO delegate to the 
September meeting of the Inter- 
national Labor Office has left 
President Truman juggling a pip- 
ing-hot potato.

Truman faces these alternatives: 

1. He can support Schwellen- 
bach’s plan and nominate a CIO 
official as delegate to the Mon- 
treal meeting beginning Sept. 19. 
It would be the first time since 
the CIO was organized in 1935 
that it got a voting look-in at 
the International Labor Office. 

2. Or he can override Schwel- 
lenbach and keep on designating 
the AFL as “most representa- 
tive” of American workers, 

The ILO constitution, which 
Samuel Gompers of AFL helped 
write in 1919, requires’ that the 
workers’ delegate from each na- 
tion be selected from the “most 
representative” group in that 
country.

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‘DEAD’ GUINEA PIGS 
RESTORED TO LIFE 
IN GERMAN TESTS 


Animals Revived With Heat, 
Oxygen, Electricity After 
15 Minutes. 


WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP)— 
Germans “killed” guinea pigs with 
cold and then—more than 15 min- 
utes after their hearts had stopped 
—brought them “back to life.” 

Reports of the experiment were 
released last night by the Com- 


merce Department’s Office of 
Technical Services. 

German air force doctors, who 
were interested in the effect on 
humans of freezing temperatures 
encountered at high altitudes, also 
experimented with rabbits — but 
could not revive them. 

Guinea pigs were placed in ice 
water at 16 degrees centigrade in 


was applied. Cooling was con- 
tinued until the heart stopped and 
all noticeable signs of life were 
extinguished. 

Fifteen minutes later, the water 
was warmed. Shortly after the 
guinea pigs’ temperature had 
risen, artificial respiration and 
electrical excitation of the heart 


were begun, 

The guinea pigs, said the report, 
began to show slight signs of re- 
vival shortly before normal body 
temperature was reached, Finally, 
regular spontaneous respiration, 
accompanied by other spontaneous 
moveménts, set in, and the ani- 
mals were “again alive.” 

Efforts to revive the guinea pigs 
without administering exygen 


failed, 
The researchers concluded that 


the essential phenomena of death 
from cold are caused by oxygen 


deficiency.

ASE K-264: Silas J., aged 35, is a progressive farmer with 
three boys of high school age. “My sons are sturdy boys 
and in excellent health, but they seem lazy to me.“ he 
protested “It takes them twice as long to do a job as it does 
me.

My 
father was an industrious man and ruled us with a hard hand. 
He put the fear of God into all of his children. But I don't 
seem to get the same results, even though I try the same 
methods. Dr. Crane, what is wrong with this generation,

THERE ARE two general methods for getting results 
when dealing with people. One is the “clubbing” or coercion 
plan and the other is the “coaxing” or enticing procedure. 
Both systems will work, at least for a time, and show improved 
output, but the coaxing method is by far the superior of the 
two for long time effects. 

People can be complimented into good works by the 
judicious ar ion of praise. And they then work much 
more effic y, for they take pride in their work, They 
want to make a good showing. They really enjoy their labor. 
Under coercion, however, they grudgingly do each task. They 
don’t take as much pride in their output, and are inclined 
to do just as little as possible in order to get by. If the boss 
or supervisor isn’t looking, moreover, they immediately slacken 
their speed for they have no intrinsic interest. in their task,

THE OLD STORY about Benjamin Franklin, who was 
praised into turning the grindstone is a classic example, but 
Dr. Henry H' Goddard cites another beautiful instance re- 
garding John, an adult in physique but with the mental age 
of only a seven-year-old child John lived at the State School 
for the Feeble-minded. He came down to- the barfis one morn- 
ing, but said he wasn't going to plow that day The super- 
visor could have compelled him to harnesa his horses and get 
his plow in action, but he didn’t. Instead. he expressed sym-

John could. He wanted John to get well as soon as possible

A little later the su- 
pervisor again urged him to go to bed and rest up, for they 
wanted Jobn back at the earliest opportunity. They hated 
to send another man out with John’s team because the other 
man wouldn't do as good a job. After a third similar urging, 
John bluntly said he wasn’t going to bed. He felt pretty good 
and wanted to plow. All day long he worked, whistling at 
his job, cutting every furrow just as neatl} as he could. There 
was no resentment in his mind; he didn’t sulk and pout or 
do a careless job. 

Not at all! John felt proud of himself and his good work. 
He enjoyed himself, tor his boss“ valued his ability. He was 
an important person. His ego was inflated. This same pro- 
cedure also works on intelligent adults, ag well as children,

Brown- 
ing the nuts delicately in butter 
or other sweet flavored fat de- 
velops delightful color and that 
rare but delicate flavor and the 
crunchiness that is a complimen- 
tary addition to so many foods. 
This almond soup is delicious 
enough to serve the king or 
queen, and your family will re- 
gard it as a rare treat. 

CREAM OF ALMOND SOUP 

One-fourth cup butter, one-half 
cup almonds, blanched, three 
tablespoons flour, two cups milk,

Let almonds 
toast over very low heat, fre- 
quently tossing and stirring to 
brown evenly.

Run the Gantlet. 


This phrase for enduring an ex- 
tended ordeal, or continuous ex- 
posure to hostility, had its origin 
in a specific punishment of by- 
gone days, one which can be 
found, differing slightly in detail, 
among diverse peoples in widely 
separated parts of the world. 

Gantlet“ is fairly well accepted 
to be a corruption of the middle 
English gantlope, a word of 
Swedish origin meanin “run- 
way.” It came into English dur- 
ing the 30 Years’ War as a 
military term—in allusion to a 
punishment inflicted on a soldier 
or sailor for cowardice or some 
other infraction of discipline. 


The victim was stripped to the 


waist and forced to run between 
two lines of his “peers,” who 
were armed with sticks, switches 
or knotted cords! Under date 
of 1646 we find this: 

“Three were condemned to die,

The word “gantlet” has been 
claimed also to be a corruption 
of Ghent (a town of Flanders, 
where this punishment is sup- 
posed to have originated), plus 
the Dutch word lope. However, 
there is that derivation through 
the middle English gantlope,“

WASHINGTON, July 31 (UP)— 


The United States plans to halt all 
relief shipments of fats and oils 
next Jan. 1 because of an increas- 
ingly critical shortage in this coun- 
try, the House Special Food Com- 
mittee was told today. 

O. W. Herman, acting director 
of the fats and oils branch of the 
Department of Agriculture, told 
the committee that the amount of 
fats available next year to make 
soap, margarine, salad oils and 
other products would be some 
600,000,000 pounds less than this 
year. 

“Consequently,” he said, “it is 
our policy that there be no relief 
shipments after Jan. 1. We want 
to keep the stuff available for do- 
mestic use.”

INE out of every ten suits 

seen in the New York collec- 

tions recently presented to the 
fashion press of America have 
much longer jackets. This means 
that if your last year’s fall suit 
has a brief peplum and there's 
no way of letting it down, you 
are likely to be in the market for 
a new suit, 

The only exception to the rule 
of longer jackets applies to the 
basque theme. Many of the lead- 
ing designers, including Vincent 
Monte-Sano, include some of these 
basque suits in their collections, 
The peplums of the jackets are 
inclined to be full and these cos- 
tumes obviously are intended for 
slender figures but they are not 
all as youthful as one might think, 
Any age can wear them providing 
that the wearer has been watch- 
ing her calories. 

Longer jackets, however, defi- 
nitely are the order of the new 
season. Many of them are finger- 
tip length and some are even 
longer. Hattie Carnegie has an ex-

North’s opening bid was decided- 
ly “skinny,” and even with 80 
few high cards to work with in 
dummy, South would have had an 
easy time of it if West had made 
any other lead except the heart 
he chose. This lead, however, 
knocked out dummy’s entry be 
fore South could unblock the dia- 
mond king.
